Admin iRiration Report by the Chief Encinoor, Tn-Igiition Works, Pnninb, of tho Canals 
in tho Punjab for the yonr 1915- 16 . 

' Capital Outlay. 

The capital outlay (direct .nnd indiTOc- ) on Productive or Major Irri- 
gation irorks, in operation at the end of theyeai* 1915-16, was Rs. 23,24i,13,967, 
including Rs. 1,54, <12, 483 contributed by Native States. 

2. Tile Imjierial e.vpenditurc incurrtid during the year wa? Rs. 48,20,389. 
Of this Rs. 41,18,752 were oKpended on the Triple Canal Project, viz., 
Rs. 12,44,031 on the Upper ChenaH Canal. Rs. 9,30,981 on the Lower Bari 
Canal and Rs. 10,13,710 on the Upper .Tholum Canal On the other open 
canals the expenditure was comparatively .'•mall, e.tccpt on tho Upper Bari 
Doab and tho Indus Inundation C.annR. On tho former 3-} lakhs were spent 
chiefly on tho Hydro-electric Tnsfallntion at Amritsar, remodelling the head- 
works at Madhopur and lining the Main Branch Lower with cement plastort. 
The large expenditure on the Indus Inundation Canals was incurred almost 
wholly on the scheme for giving a perennial supply of water for irrigation to 
tho new Dera Ghazi Khan Municipality and tho lowering of the bod of the 
head teach of the Manka Canal. 

An expeadituro of Rs. 97,000 was incurred on the Lower Ohonnb Canal 
mainly in connection witli the mc.asaros for the prevention of wator-logging. 

3. On Minor Canals for which capital accounts are kept, vis., the 
Shahpur and tho Ghaggar Canals, the capital outlay during tho year, was only 
nbminal. The expenditure up to date on these canals amounts to Rs. 8,77,485,. 
which includes Bs. 2,85,442 contributed by the Bikaner State towards the cost 
of the Ghaggar Canals. 

Mature of Seasons. 

4. 'File climatic conditions for the khnrif crop wore unsatisfactory, 
Rain in Eehruary nnd .March 1915 helped the early Icharif sowings, but there- 
after the crop received little or no assistance from rain. The monsoon was 
a marked failure Tomporntures were ahiiormally high throughout tho season. 
Tho dry weather caused n scarcity of fodder in the early^ kharif, particularly in 
the (listricis of Bohtak and Hissar nnd in Jind and Patiala States. The scanty 
monsoon kept river supplies low and the inundation canals drew less water 
than usual. Tho demand for canal water during tho kharif season, was very 
keen, but on thp perennial canals it was, r.n the whole, satisfactorily met as 
the river supplies, though lower than usual, wfre under complete control, 
and were judiciously discrihuted. 

The kharif conditions wore repeated in the rabi, early sowings were 
bellied by inodoralo rainfall in September and October. The winter rains 
failed almost completely. Owing to this and the light snowfall in tho hills, 
tho river sunpues were much lower than usual and the canal supply reached 
u. mvoicauva on all tua vivmiw U\c Provvuuoj tbu defi-duncy being iiwast muTked 
on the Western Jumna. At tho same time the demand for water by the oultiva- 
ors was intense, and all the energy, skill and p.".tionco of the officers of the 



Department rvere required to adjust an almormally sliort supply to an excep- 
tionally large demand. The Lieutenant-Governor has much pleasure iu re- 
cording that the results were successful beyond all anticipation, for, though the 
number of Tvateiings had to be considerably reduced, the careful and equitable 
distribution matured a fairly good crop on an exceptionally large area. 

The year was free from widespread calamities, Ks usual in very dry 
hot weather, grass-hoppers and other insects did much damage to the crops on 
all the canals, and more especially on the newer ones. Boll- Worm also dajnaged 
the cotton crops on the Lower Ghenab and Lower Jliolum Canals wAiere special 
remissipns had to bo given on that account. The quality of the wheat crop 
was, however, excellent and helped to make good the deficiency.

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Under Imperial and Provincial the area irrigated shows a decrease of 
182,000 acres as compared Avilh the year lOl'J-1-5, which was a record one 
The figures arc, however, au improvemont over the average of the previous 
triennium. the increase being due mainly to the development of irrigation -on 
the Upper Chonah and Lower Ilari Donb Canals. 

Excluding the Triple Canal*;, however, the ;irea irrigated during the 
year showed a drop of 38' ,'i90 acres as compared witli the fisuros for the 
previous year, the inundation canals alono being responsibto for about 
half of this shortage. 

The shortage of 401,07-3* acre~s, as com pared with 1914-1,0, in the area 
irrigated during kharif was due partly to the bumper rahi cro]) of 1935, which 
took so long to liarvest that it interfered with early kharif '■owings, and partly 
to the very unfavourable season canswl by the failure of the mou'oou. The 
prevalence of plague on the TTcstern -Tixmiia and Sirhind Canals also prevented 
son-ings of early kharif. The decrease was nrilurally more marked on the 
inundation than on the perennial canals. 

The rainfall in September and October encouraged the cultivators to put 
m extensive rahi sowings to make good the loss in the kharif ; a large area 
sown by rainfall had later to ho matured by the canals 'I'lie result was that 
the ar'^a irrigated .showed an increase of 32.3,’!: 1-3 acres over the figures of the 
previous year, 

FinancAal MestiHs. 

6. The financial results are based not on the .areas irrigated iu kharif 
I9l5 and rahi 1916 hut on the areas of rahi 1915 and kharif isilS, water dues 
on account of which wore realized witliin the financial year (1916-16) The 
gross receipts from works of all kinds compare as follows with thetfigures for

On the lyfajor ‘V^^'orhs the gross rf-vonuc was the second largest on record, 
the highest heing the year 1913-11 This very satisfactory result was due to 
the record rabi of 19] 6, the revenue on which was collected during the year 
under reA’icw. 


The working expenses for the year were lumsunlly high, and compan* as 
below with the similar figures of the annual averages of the favo previous trion-

Compared with 1914-16 and the triennial period ending 1914-16' the 
net revenue showed a falling ofp duo partly to the decrease in the kharif irriga- 
tion already explained and partly to the increased expenditure under working 
expenses. Excluding the figures for the Triple Canals, the net revenue earned 
by the Major Irrigation Works amounted to Rs 2,39,08,167, which gives 20 
per cent on the capital invested (Rs. 11,90,06,780). ‘ The interest charges for 
the year amounted to Rs. 7 2, 7,023, aud the net profit after paying interest 
charges is Rs. 1,6 1,21,266 or 7’66 per cent, on the total capital outlay.

As usual the Upper Bari Boab Canal, the Lower Chenab Canal, the 
Lower Jhelum Canal, the Sidhnai Canal and the Upper Sutlej Inunction 
Canals continued to show excellent results. But ‘ it should not be forgotten 
that the high percentages on colony canals are due to the fact that they 
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get a book credit for most of the land revenue .and “ inalikana” in addition to the 
ordinary water rates. The disappointing results on the Indus Inundation Oanals 
are mainly due to tlie fact that the heads of these canals have to be changed 
frequently and require heavy expenditure to maintain. 

The working of the Triple Canals (Upper Jhelutn, Upper Chenab and 
Lower Bari Doab) continued to show a deficit. Irrigation on this system has 
. developed more slowly than was anticipated in the projeot owing to the un- 
foreseen delay in the opening, of the Upper Jhelum Canal. That canal has 
now been opened and a rapid expansion of firrigatiou is confidently expected 
within the next few years. J 

. General Semarks. 

7. The estimated value of the crops raised on all canals for the year 
under review is Rs. 9.7,50,82,336 against Rs. 27,76,29.480 for the previous year. 
This gives an average of Rs, 32-4 per acre matured. It may be noted that this 
calculation is based on the prices given in the Season and Crop Report for 
1915-16 ; these prices vary from year to year. 

The length of channels in opei^ation at the end of March 1916 was 
1S,80U miles viz., 4,332 miles of canals and branches and 14,474 miles of dis- 
Mbutaries. Of these 128 miles of canal and branches and 144 miles of dis- 
tributaries were opened during the year, mainly on the Triple Canal Project. 

S. In the last year’s review it was noticed that the Upper Chenab and 
Lower Bari Doab ’anals commenced irrigating in 1912-13 and 1913-14, res- 
pectively. This year the Upper Jhelum Canal, the final link of the Triple: 
Canal Project, was opened for irrigation on the 7th October 1915. Thus the 
year under review saw the completion of the great Triple Project, and the 
opening ceremony was performed at Mangla, the head-works of the Upper 
Jhelum Canal, on the 9th December 1916, by His Excellency Lord Kardinge 
of Penhurst, late Viceroy and Governor-General of India. 

The completion of the Triple Project marks a new era in the history 
of the Punjab Irrigation, a history which, the Lieutenant Governor ventures to 
. claim, is Without parallel in any country for boldness of conception, success in 
execution, magni^de of results, and above all for the number of great En- 
gineers whose technical skill, practical ability and devotion to duty have over- 
come all obstacles and combined to produce the 9 million acres of irrigation 
which is the most solid basis of the prosperity of the Punjab of to-day. 

9. .The general dislocation in the trade of the world which followed the 
outbreak of the war affected the agricultural conditions of the Punjab as of 
. other parts of India. Owing to a drop in the export of cotton very low prices 
were realised for the crop of 1914, and this caused the area under that crop to 
fall from 1,069,676 acres in I9l4 to 473,193 acres pin 1915, i.e , by 56 per cent. 

, This large decrease in cotton was partially compensated for by increase in 
maize, jowar, and ehari, and the high prices of food-grains generally com- 
pensated for the loss under cotton and caused an expansion of the area under 
wheat from 2,943,655 acres in 1914 to 3,041,248 in 1915. 

10. In order to supplement the winter supplies of the Jhelum River 
for the use of the Triple and other canals, a project estimate for the construc- 
tion of a barrage on the Woolar Lake Outfall was prepared by Mr. R. E. 
Purves, O.I.E., late Chief Eugineer, Irrigation Works, Punjab. It is now 
under consideration by the Government of India. 

Another scheme to conserve the supplies of the Jhelum River is the 
construction of a storage reservoir on the Kahan Ton'ent near Rohtas, rainfall 
and other statistics for which are being collected, but the project, judging by 
the data so far collected, is not a promising one. 

11. The supply of the Lower Bari Doab Canal having been satisfactorily 
arranged for by the transference of the surplus waters of the Jhelum through 
the Triple Canal- Scheme, the waters of the Sutlej below its confluence with 
the Beas are available for the irrigation of the Sutlej Valley. Among other 
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-schemes a project was prepared in 1913 for a weir 4 miles below the railway 
bridge at I'^erozepore to servo two great canals. The right bank canal was to 
take XTp the irrigation now done by the Upper and Lower Sutlej Canals and 
provide new’ irrigation in the Nili Bar, while the left bank canal was to serve 
the areas noxv irrigated by the Bahawalpuv Sutlej Inundation Canals and to 
command new areas in Perozepore District and the^ Bikaner and Bahawalpur 
States. This project is now being modified in accordance' with orders received, 
from the Government of India, based on the recommendations of the Inspector- 
General of Irrigation who, last cold weather, made an extensive tour over the . 
land covered by the left bank sclieme. The Lieutenant-Governor hopes that 
the now project when worked out will be found acceptable both to the Bikaner 
and Bahawalpur States and form the basis of a final agreement. 

12. The extension of irrigation in the arid and frequently famine- 
stricken district.^ of Hissnr and llohtak has been the aim of more than one pro- 
ject. The proposal to store the excess summer supply of the Jumna by a dam 
at Koch was held to bo impracticable owing to the enormous cost of a dam 
at such an unfavourable site ; whilst the alternative proposal to add to the 
supply in the Western Jumna Canal by means of a Sarda-Ganges Jumna 
Peeder from the United Provinces has come to nothing, as it is represented that 
the surplus water of the Sarda is required for use in the United Provinces; 
A third and more promising scliemo is now' being investigated, involving a dam 
about 300 feet high at Bbakra on the Sutlej River, some 40 miles above the 
site of the bead- works of the Siihind Canal. This project will probably entail 
a second weir on the Sutlej some miles below Phillaur aud a considerable 
amount of remodelling of some of the existing channels of the Sirliind 
Canal, winch will be linked 'up with the Sirsu Branch of the Wcstiwu 
Jumna Canal with possible extensions to the Bikaner State aud the unirri- 
gated areas round about Sirsa. The Western Jumna Canal, being thus 
relieved by the addition of part of the Sirsa .Branch to the Sirhind system, 
would 1)G able to irrigate certain unirrigated tracts of Hissar and RoUtak, 
which arc peculiarly liable to famine. 

13. The large variations in the supply obtained from the Ravi by the 
Sidbnai Canal with the consequent high percentage of failed crops, an^ the 
insecurity of .supply to the Jlixltau series of imiudation canals, led to tlie 
framing of the H avoli I’rojcct. 'I he essential feature is a weir across the Ohenab 
River just below' its junction with the -ihclum with canals on either bank. 
Tlie canal on the right bank would take up new irrigation in the dry part of 
the Jhaiig Disti’ict across the Chenab, finally tailing into the Karain Inunda- 
tion Canal. The lc?ft bank canal would iirigatc some of the unirrigated part 
of the Jhaiig Disti’ict at the tail of the Lower Glumah Canal. But the upper 
part of this canal is a feeder principally.* the major part of its supply being 
passed into the Ravi above tl)e Sidlinni Weir to be used in the Sidbnai Canal 
and in the .small inundation canals from the Ohenah in the Slultan District 
into w'bich it tails. One of the main advantages of the scheme is to make the 
Sidbnai Canal independent of llavi water, and so free the Lowei* Bari Doab 
Canal from its present obligation to jiass beyond Balloki certain supplies which 
could be much more profitably utilised close at hand iuHontgomery than in the 
far distant Mnllan District. 

Experience of conditions at Havoli, when the Triple Canals are working 
full, is required boforc it epn be confidently said that the Sidbnai Canal will 
not require help occasionally from Bavi water in certain seasons, and the project 
is under further consideration. 

14. During the year, owing to the lack of canal closures consequent on 
the very dry season, but littlo progress could be made with the lining of channels 
to limit loss by seepage and percolation. 3?inanci'al stringency too precluded 
all w’orks but those urgently necessary. Kovertheless, on the Lower Ohenab 
Canal measiures were taken for the prevention of water-logging by the drainage 
-of the water-logged tract in the vicinity of the town of Hafizahad with most 
satisfactory results, and restored to cultivation about 7,000. acres of rice lands 
that Lave been swamps for many years. There is good reason to believe that

the improvement effected js permanent, and that the swamps will not recur 
even in years of . very heavy rainfall ; and the Lieutenant-Governor will be glad 
' to see similar measures extended to other water-logged areas. Again, the Main 
Lino Lower of the Upper Baii Doah Canal was lined with cement plater.

^Ir. Rose has been promoted to the post of Secretary to the Govern- 
ment of India in the Public Works Department after a service of 30 years in 
the Punjab, during which his technical skill, administrative capacity, sound 
judgment and tactful methods of dealing witli men and measures accomplished 
much for the development of the great irrigation system in the Province. 
Mr. Ward will also within a few weeks be leaving the Province whieh 
he has served so long and so well on promotion to the post of Inspector-General 
of Irrigation in India, and the Lieutenant-Governor desires to place on record 
his appreciation of Mr. Ward’s brilliant talents ns an Irrigation Engineer which 
have helped to solve some of the most difficult problems of hydraulic enterprise 
and have won for him a reputation in his profession that is not confined to the 
Indian Empire. 

The administration of the Province cannot but be the poorer for the loss 
of two such distinguished officers, but the Lieutenaut-Governor finds some 
satisfaction in the fact that, though called away to fill the two highest offices 
in the Public Works Department, their experience and ability will still be 
available in the solution of the many great questions of canal irrigation wMch 
still await decision in the Punjab. 

16. In conclusion the Lieutenant-Governor desires to thank the officers 
of the Department as a body for their single-minded devotion to duty during a 
.year of unusual strain, and to congratulate them on the signal success of their 
efforts towards maintaining the prosperity of the Province in conditions of 
exceptional difficulty.

^ new rest-nouse at Anclira ; suoordinates’ rest- 
liousesat Tajewala and Jainti and a now dispensary at Dadnpnr. 

3. The expenditure amounted to Rs. 1,40,182 (Es. 1,18,608 under "im- 

««d improvcn..onia. Under » Contribution ’*) and 

was incurred in numerous small works for in- 
creasing the efficiency of the canal and in improvements to buildings. 

3. Rupees 630,839 were expended (Re. 6,09,801 under " imperial ” and 
. . Rs. 20,97.8 nndcr "contribution”). In addition 

to this Rs. 11,890 and Rs. 13,394 were al«o spent 
by the Tatiala and Jind States, respectively, on the maintenance of their distri- 
butaries. Apart from the ordinary repairs and maintouanco of channels and 
buildings, numerous works were carried out for increasing the efficieney of the 
canal and improving the banks of tlio channels. The silt berms which had been 
successfully formed by the basket-work-spur-s at Radupiir, were protected by 
pitching at intervals, and the large silting reaches above Indri were maintain- 
ed and worked during tlie year ; also as those in the Ifain Broncli and the, 
Hansi Branch. A largo sum was also spent on clcaranco of drains recently taken 
over from the Civil Department. 


4. (fl) Khari/.—Tho monsoon was very poor and the existing supply of 
Xntnr,' nf -I’uoni stid ftiitc of demand Jodder insnlTiciont so that a great scarcity of fodder 
nnanappif. Ect in carlj' in the crop in dry distriefs such as 

Robtak and Hissnr. Throughout the season up to half-way through September 
tlic monsoon was distinctly below normal. The canal was in flow fqr 165 days 
out of 183 days and was closed for IS day.s only, which included 7 days for open- 
ing and 7 days for closing Badarpur silling reach. Tlic demand was fairly keen 
throughout and siipply suflicient. There wore no high floods in the river, tho 
highest gauge registering 25‘0 foctatPauntn on tho 17th August against the 
maximum recorded flood of 38*5 on the 14lh August 1908. 

(ft) Rflftj.—Tliere was good rain in the last fortnight of September which 
induced a large amount of rabi sowings, the sowings originally piit down as 
darani largely came under irrigation later on owing to the failure of tho 
winter rains. The demand was very keen hut the supply in the river was the 
lowest .on record. The average supjfly in January was 300 cusecs below the 
average for the last 15 years, .500 cusecs below it in Pebmnry, and 1,000 cusecs 
below it in March, and it wr.s with great difficult* that tho crop which was the 
second largest on record wa.s matured at all. Tlie canal could not be closed at 
all during the season and remained in flow for 183 days. The lowest supply in 
the rivet occurred on 30th March 1916 and was 2,167 cusecs ; the lowest ever 
recorded.

Tlif* area irrignted'^sliows a distinct improvemenf ovtjr previous years, 
and this •was due to the recent unpi\.\iiuenls in ehanuels ainl scientific design- 
ing oF tliem. The (leeiesM* in the Uutrrf ■was due lo the fact that 
tlie zimindai s advi>.*'fl livtiie Civil l)e].artinei)t not to put dowTi cottjon 
ns there would he ditiieuUy in dieposing of it owing to the general dislo^-‘ 
tiou in trade which Ibllowod the millinak of the war. 'J'ho area under cotton

8. (a) / gricultural and other conditions of the year . — Tlio canal was in 
; . flow for!348 days and remained closed during’ 
j the khar^ for 18 days only. The rainfall 

was insufficient and considerably below normal. The monsoon was a very 
poor one and the | ■winter rains failed almost entirely. The area remitted 
amounted to 6,184 .Kcres during kharif and 12,630 acres during rahi, giving per- 
centages of 1‘71 and 2’72 acres, respectively, on the area irrigated, against 4,168 
acres for /c/mr*/ and 1,188 acres for rabi giving percentages of 0*96 and«0 27, res- 
pectively, in the jireviou's year. The rabi crop was poor in quality. The 
year from an irrigdtion point of' view yasnot favourable owing to deficiency of 
rain and low supply in the river. J 


Tlu’oughout the year water waslgiven free of charge to village tanks as 
usual and this be aefit is greatly appreciated in rainless areas sucli as Sirsa, 
Hissar and Eohtakl This year the benefit was specially felt as most village tanks 
d-“ied up, completely, early in March, OAving to the failure of the winter rains, 
and there would have been no water for the cattle or for domestic purposes in 
general if it had njot been supplied liy the canal and the mortality among 
cattle would have Ijeen great. In m^t I'illages the zanimdars risked damage 
to their crops so asj to got water for their tanks. In the dry districts , of Sirsa', 
Hissar and Eohtak and also in Jind and Patiala States there was great scar- 
city of fodder froni. January onwardi, and it was imported into tliese districts 
by rail at Government expense. '' ' 


The area thrliwn out of cultivation by swamping along the lower reaches 
of the hlain Line il? being gradually improved by the costly silting reaches 
which have now bee!a formed to protect it and a great deal of the Indri silting 
reach is now under ' crop, and the crops extend right up to its outer bank. The 
benefit from the caiial to the land alongside the upper reaches of the Main Line 
is very gi’cat and en(ables several thousand acres of sugarcane to be grown an- 
nually on percolation water for which no water-rate is charged. 


The value ofjorops assessed to water-rates on the canal amounted to Es. 
3,17,84,049 u'hich sJioavs that tlie canal is a veiy I'aluable asset to the countiy.

(o) Intcristing facts relatinff either internally or externally to ihe eanal.— 

Capacity statements for the Avhole canal, Avhich haA^e been under consideration. 
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for the last three • years, •n'ore finally accepted by the Chief Engineer, the 
Commissioner, Ambala Division, and the Chief Commissioner; Delhi Province. 
Tiicse statcmcnls, whiob place the area proposed to be irrigated annually on a 
percentage basis of the area commanded in various zones on the canal, should 
■greatly improve the working of the canal. 

Navigation on Delhi Branch and on Hansi Branch below Jind was 
abolished from the beginning of the year. This will enable the Delhi tail 
distributary and the JSissar distributary to^be put in proper order and make 
them more suitable for irrigation requirements. 

The question of garden irrigation in the neighbourhood of Delhi was 
taken up as oxccssivo irrigation was causing insanitary results. In consultation 
with the Chief Commissioner, Delhi Province, the discharge allowed for the area 
in question was reduced to about one-half the amount formerly given. 

The drainages witliin the canal area in the Xarnal and Bohtak districts 
and Delhi Province were finally taken over from the District Boards in consult- 
ation with the Civil Department and will, in future, be maintained under the 
supervision of and at the expense of the canal. . 

A temporary Division was formed for sis months to work up the projects 
for (o) Koch p.am and (6) Boinodclling works at Dadupur and Tajewala. 

Special proposals and estimates were prepared which are now under con- 
sideration , 

Steady progress was made in remodelling all channels into more scienti fic 
Gcctions and in revising their c.apacilies to the actual discharges required 
throughout. 

Owing to the advice given to the samindars that cotton would not pay 
owing to the war, an .attempt was made to reintroduce indigo on the canal. The 
attempt was on a moderate scale but about 15,000 acres of indigo were expect- 
ed. The sepd obtained from Bengal, however, failed to germinate and consequent- 
ly only a few thousand acres of it wore put down and these wore afterwards 
mostly re-sown with other crops. ^ Pormerly indigo was cultivated in Karnal 
and Delhi only and the cafe are still in existence and it was intended to have 
them repaired and brought into use again. The experiment wUl, however 
probably not bo proceeded 'uitb. 

The war has stimulated the manufacture of saltpetre within the canal 
area, hut this did not start till near the end of the year and was much handi- 
capped by the oxtraordinary insufficiency of water for the time being. 

Irrigation in Faiiala State. — The irrigation in the Patiala Stale from 
the Sirsa Branch was Bd-sSOl acres in Marif and 28,533 acres in rabi or a 
total of 03,337 acres exclusive of 30i acres remitted in /c/tf.n/ and 108 acres 
remitted in rabi. The average area assessed for the two previous triennia was 
70,001 acres and 57,888 acres, respectively. 

Irrigation in Jind jS’fefe.— The supply whioh the Irrigation Branch 
•has undertaken to allow the Jind State is 853 cnsecs in order to irrigate an 
area of 60,000 acres in the year. The irrigation done, amounts to 57,857 
acres or a decrcaso of 7,123 acres or 10'9 per cent, when compared with that 
of fho previous trionnium. The Uharif area is 10,096 acres loss than that of 
last year owing probably to less cotton being sown, but the rabi area is greater 
by 2,972 acres. The average areas irrigated during the two previous triennia 
ending 1911-12 and 1914-16 were 60,778 acres and 01,058 acres, respectively. 
Besides the area recorded above, the Jind State gets an average of 2,300 acres 
of irrigation from the Bulana Branch winch is assessed at the Avater-rate 
prescribed for British areas on the 'W’eatom Jumna Canal. The maintenance, 
management and assessment connected irith all Jind distributaries are in the 
•hands of Jind State officials.

Irrigation in Silcancr Slat ’.—This canal has also io irrigate 400 
acres annually in the Bikaner State from the taU of Ilissar distributary. 
The areas actually irrigated amounted to 4S3 acres in kliarij and 83 
acres in rabi or a total of 508 acres against 421 acres in liharij and 617 acres 
in rabi of the previous year.

8. (i) [a) Projects. - Tho project for extension of irrigation to Maler Kdtla 
OorernircmBrU referred to last year I'occived tho approval 

of tho Local Government, the limits of ii-rigation 
being tho first drainage to tho west of tho Bhatindn Branch. This w’ill entail 
the construction of twd small distributaries; a detailed estimate is in course of 
preparation. 

(i) Tlio project for a dam and reservoir on tho Sutlej Eiver at Neil a 
Gorge has now developed into a very large and oomprchon&ivc scheme, It 
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absorbs the smaller project for irrigating Tract A 9 in the Sirsa Tahsil. The 
penenal lines now are to relieve the lower portions of the Aboliar and Bhatin^ 
Branches by giving them a separate source of supply from a canal taking out 
from tlie Sutlej some 12 miles or so below Phillaur Bailway bridge ; this canal 
nill liave extensions into Bikanir and the greater part of Tract A 9. The water 
thus set free in the present Sirhind Canal System will bo carried by means of a 
Peeder to Kaithal on Sirsa Branch of the Western Jumna Canal and this will 
take up the inigation of the Branch below the junction with oxlonsions into 
unirrigated tracts adjacent. 

A special Project Division was sanctioned and has been at work since 
Octohor last. ' The site selected for a Dam in the Sutlej has been favourably re* 
ported on by the Geological Expert and subsequently approved by the Inspector 
General. The water stored here will enable the schemo o*ut-lined above 
to lie carried out witli not only an almost certain liopo of financial 
success but a certain assurance of jirotcction against drought in famine-stricken 
tracts. 

(/f'l Hffecf of euJinncemenl of ion tor rales. —The cultivation 

of this crop is still stationary ; only 1,071 acres wore sown. The soil and cli- 
mate of Perozeporo and Bint iiula Divisions .appear to ho uufavourahlo to this 
kind of crop, and it is not popular.

Besides the above many bridges were remodelled in the 4th Division, 
Upper Bari Doab Canal, and expenditure was also incurred on extension of 
plantations.

The principal work in progress was the Amritsar Hydro-Electric Pump- 
ing Scheme and this is now nearing completion. The expenditure upou

Tile manufacture of munitions was also taken up by the shops later in 
the year. The work in the early stages was confined to the malting of gauges 
for use at the various other shops which wore to take up shell manufacture 
and about 900 gauges with a very close degree of accuracy were made. 

Por the purpose of manufacturing Howitzer shells a quantity of machin- 
ery, including 100 lathes, was obtained from private owners. By the close of 
the year under review about ten thousand shells were in hand. 

Numerous petty jobs were also done for other circles of the Punjab 
Irrigation Department and Departments of other provinces ; including 70 sets of 
rajbaha and 61 sets of minor, gates and gearings, and 60 •winches without gates. 
Total castings of iron and brass amounted to 7,013 and S3 maunds, res- 
pectively.

The very large decrease in the area of cotton sown was probably due to 
a heavy fall in* the price of cotton owing to the war. 

This large decrease in cotton was partially compensated for by increase 
in maize and millets. 

(c) Agvlotlittrol condit/oz/s.— In spite of the partial failure of the 
monsoon and the almost, total absence of winter rains the agricultural conditions 
and results were fairly satisfactory. Owing to absence of rain, during the rabi, 
the “ straw ” was short but the grain outturn was better than might liave been 
expected, and the year was, on the whole, a prosperous one for the cultivators. 

There was little or no damage from insect pests.’ 

(d) Contemplated new toorl's. -Tlic following are the most important 
worlcs in prospect or in progress :

The abovn includes a sum of Rs. 10,39,014 
spent on water-courses, for Avhiohno provision was made in the project estimate 
as it is intended to recover this expenditure from the colonists. 

The expenditure was incurred chiefly on the following works i — 

fo) " The main undertaking ” noted in the report of the previous year, 
w., " extending the floor of Balloki Weir ” costing in all Rs. 2,92,948 was 
satisfactorily completed in June 1916. In addition to this "Painting Ironwork 
m the superstructure of the Balloki Level-crossing ” was completed in March 
1916, at a coat of Rs. 5,779 and some useful experiments made in paints for 
'steel -work below water. 
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The balance of the expenditure under " ■works ’* was incurred in con- 
structing various major and minor channels, -flood embankments to keep out 
spills from the Kavi river, and the Deg Bund and Channel to lead the Deg 
Nallahfloods into the Bavi instead of flooding the country to the west of the 
canal. 

2. The only new work found necessary was an extension of No. 2 

Domi-stream Groyne of the Slernla Weir;

A large proportion of |[ie annual expenditure under this head is incurred 
in re 2 )airing the damage caused by heavy mins; the monsoon of 1915-10 was, 
fortunately in this respoot, a light one hut still the expenditure was a 
Utile higher than in the previous year i.c., Bs. 3,92,123 against Bs. 3,78,889 
many works that would have been carried out in years of norma] conditions 
and provision of funds were postponed till better times. 

4. The rainfall statistics given in the table below are correct indi- 
x«tnrcof.c«.om«nd.hto of demnud cations of tlic dry nature of both Ihc kharif 

nndmppiy. and labi seasons. During kharif, the Bivcr 

was, on the whole, much below normal and there were no "high floods or long 
periods of high water level ; the demand for canal water was neoessarily- keen 
but there was no difficulty in meeting it until the close of the season when 
it became intense for late 'sown rice crops. 

Tlie rahi season was remarkablo on account of the absence of tJio 
usual Christmas rains ; the river remained unusually low throughout ; the 
IJppcr Jhelum Canal was not in a iiosition to supply its quota from the Jlielum 
river, and coasoquontly it was impossible to comifly with tho very keen 
demand. 

The kharif crops were very fair and tho rahi crop.s, assisted to some 
extent by well irrigation, were not much below normal. The area remitted 
during kharif was 3,012 acres and during rahi 3,497 acres gi'ving percentages, 
on the areas irrigated of 2'32 and 2'15, respectively.

The accumulated net profits have increased from Rs. 10,24,86,450 to 
Es. 11,40,^0,690 against a capital of Es. 3,17,96,780 invested at the close of 
the year.

The canal was in flow altogether for ] 61 days in the kharif and 183 
days in the rabi, i.e., for a total of 344 in tho year, and the average daily dis- 
charge at canal head was just over 8,000 cusecs. 

t 

In this period of time it irrigated 2,281,079 acres or nearly 3,600 square 
miles of crops and earned a net revenue of close on 127 lakhs of rupees. 

These figures, while affording .'Ome idea of the productive capacity of 
water, do not throw any light on the immense acthities and efforts repeated 
year in and year o'nt by the great mass of cultirators who uso the water and 
pay the revenue. 

Tho following -will help to form some appreciation of what this must 
amount to. The irrigation done is not uniform throughout the year, it is. 
in fact on this canal as on fioiue olhcis, rciy disproporiionate as between kharif 
area and rabi area. The rabi area for 1916-16 forms 75 per cent, of the total 
irrigation, which means that in 183 days the area irrigated and matured was 
close on 7i per cent, of 3,500 square miles, i.c., 2,625 square miles of crops 
were irrigated and matuind in this short time. But this is not all ; it is not 
only the area done but the quantity of water with w’hich it is done. This -^vill 
best be understood when it is stated that whereas in the kharif the cusec of 
constant discharge was carried no further than to irrigate 89 acres, the same 
discharge was in the rabi spread over 267 acres, i.e., three times as far. 

The effort involved is tremendous and constant during this period and 
file measure of success largely dependant on the smooth working and efficiency 
of the canal. 


It has been stated that the net revenue earned in the year was nearly 
127 lakhs of rupees ; this being the money value of Govemmen-tal effort it 
may he asked what is the equivalent gain to cultivators as a whole. The 
following figures -will show this approximately. 

The average profit of an acre of irrigated land may he taken as valued 
at Es. 30 out of which after paying Es. 10 land revenue jpZws canal rates the 
balance Es. 20 is the cultivator’s share. Thus for the year underj report the 
cultivators have recovered Es. 20x2,284,079, or approximately three million 
pounds'sterling.

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UPPER JHELUM'CAirAL. - 

This year, the 12th since construction began, saw the opening, on the Tth 
. ’ Ootoher 1916,' of this the final fink of the Triple 

t!cr.p ion. Canal Project. The opening ceremony was per- 

formed by His Excellency, Lord Hardinge of PenhuEst, the then Viceroy. ^and 
Governor-General of India, on the 9th December 1916. 

During the year, the Head P«.egulatoT of the canal (the only work 
required onthe river) was successfully completed ; the deep cutt^g immediately 
below the Regulator, through which the canal runs, was sufiGLciently advancea 
to admit of the canal being opened for irrigation in October. The excavation 
of this cutting was full of difficulties, and a large slip which occurred between 
R. D. 75 and R. D. 760 of the canal on the 22nd August 1916, made 
matters worse ; this slip was successfully tackled, and the material, which 
Idooked the canal temporarily, was removed, and.the banks set back sufficient-. 
ly to prevent a recurrence of the evil. The total quantity of 'material which 
had thus to bo removed, due to this slip, amounted to ‘ only 60 lal^s onbie 
feet all told. This aUp -was inspected by the Director of the Geological Survey 
of India and examined in detail by an officer of that department, deputed by 
him for the purpose. They expressed the opinion that fm'ther slips were 
not likely in the same region, and that the rest of the cutting was also not 
likely to suffer from similar causes. The year under report, thus, ■ saw the 
Hain Line and the Qujrat Branch completed from Head to Tail and a brisk 
beginning made on the construction of Main Line and Gujrat Branch distri- 
butaries and their water-courses. None of these latter were, however, suffi- 
ciently advanced by October to be opened for irrigation. 


The area proposed to be annually irrigated as now arrived at is 327,925* 
acres against 344,960 acres anticipated in the project. The designed discharge 
at head of the canal is 8,600 cusecs and at tail 7,812 cusecs.

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The Iiharif season opened unfavourably and contimied so tbrougliout. 

A fairly large area Tvas sown, but mill moderate success owing to tlio scarcity 
of rain, exceptionally hot dry weather, insect <pests, and disease. At the begin- ' 
ning of the season a great deal of damage was dono to crops by grass-hoppers. 
Cotton sowings were greatly restricted owing to the low prices that were 
realized in the previous year on account of the war. The outturn was also -very 
poor,' the plants grew well and looked healthy and strong, but flowered ^veiy 
late, and the bolls that formed were - attacked hy holl-worm. General remis- 
sions on account of, failure of cotton 'had, therefore, to be granted under 
rule 20 (iii) of the rules under the Canal Act. 

Tbc rabi season was practically dry, there being only 0 516 inebes oi 
, rainfall which occurred in the months of iJccembcr 1915 and l?obrnary 1916. 
Hail stones fell in some parts of the 2nd Division and damaged the crops: 

The total area remitted was 22,280 acres including 2/228 acres remitted 
under Tenancy Hulcs, The failure of cotton and gram accounted for 13,388 
acres, and the balance uus due to other causes. ' 

* The canal was closed at its liead for 5 days during Marif, and for J3 
days during rabi, for special, rejjairs.to works. 

llhe demand for water was keen and the supply .sirfScient. During 
Pehruary and the finst week of March 1916, rotational working of tlie branches 
was required for tlie first time in the history of the -canal.

The new town of Dera Ghazi Khan has been 
provided with a small perennial water-supply for inigation by means of pump- 
ing. The bed of the Manka Canal in the upper reach of over 20 miles was 
lowered by about 1 foot, by which means the capacity of the canal is increased 
and the areas at the tail will benefit accordingly. Tliis work, wiiicli cost oyer 
one lakh of rupees, provided labour for those hit by the scarcity prevailing 
in the district at the end of the hoi weather of 1916, owing to failure of the 
monsoon rainfall.

The area remitted in British Territory was 40 acres in Idiarif and 149 
acres in rabi. Tiie approximate value of crops matured on the Ghaggar Canal 
in British Tori-itoiy. amount to Es. 5,67,751 against Es. 10,79,727 in the previous 
year. The principal crops grown are wheat and rice. 

(5) Nature and scope of contemplated neio teerJeavd progress made on 
the pfsparaiioti of new projects. -The work of raising of the reservoir level by 
3 feet which was held in abeyance in 1914-16 'was again taken up during the 
year, but the final decision will probably depend on what areas will he 
taken up by the Bhakra storage dam scheme now under investigation. 

(c) Working Canals in the Siltaner Staie.—'WateT was given to the 
Bikaner dtatc iu accordance Avith the indents received, hut as usual these in- 
dents were far below the share of the water due to the State. It is believed 
that the State Channels are in such inefficient order that they -are incapable 
•of holding large supplies without breaching. It is also stated that a gi’eatdeal 
'of the water supplied was really turned ..out into the Talwara Jhil and was 
not used for irrigation at all ; but as the whole supervision of channels and 
revenue within State territories is done by State officials, no definite infor- 
mation on the failure to get better rabi irrigation results can be given : —

The canal requiring water earliest is the Sikandci-abad, as it has more 
indigo than any other and also irrigates a large acreage of garden lauds. It 
was'opencd in "April as usual and worked very satisfactorily. The Giijuhatfa, 
wliich depends on the Sikanderahad for ils.supply, also worked excellently. 
'J’be Ealochaiiwah was opened late and failed early owing lo silling up of the 
creek from wincli it draws Its supply. The Matithnl was a failure due to silt- 
ing up of t'ne head. The oif-tako of this canal is very unfavourably silnated, 
at*tlie conllucncc of the Olionab and Eavi. It cannot be carried further upstream 
for this reason. The Wali 3iIoliammad, which irrigates a large, nuinhor of gardens 
in the ncighboiwhood of Multan city, and thcDaurauaLangaua canal had lo be 
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TTorked in rotation as tLe siipplywas insufficient for both. These canals have 
not been entirely satisfactory of recent years and, as the off-take is situated near 
the confluence of the Chenab and I^vi, there, is little scope for remedial 
measures.

Although the area during the year fell short of that irrigated in 1914- j.6, 
the area matured was greater. A satisfactory feature of the season's operations 
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is the low percentage of failed area, vis., 6*7 per cent, against 14*0 per cent, of 
the preceding year and 10*4 per cent, of the previous triennium. The total 
area irrigated daring rahi 1915-16 is the highest on record.

Qencntl Remarks, 


The total area irrigated was the third largest and the area matured 
the second largest on record while the failed area 
was lower than that of any previous year since 
1901-02. Tlie results of the year's working are, therefore, eminently satisfac- 
tory. 


There was a marked reduction of swamping, largely due to the 
absence of high floods in the Indus. 

The Sanawan drain, to which reference was made last year, continues 
to work well and is proving a useful object lesson to the people of the value 
of drainage. The Tall Masti and Sindhri drainages have been cleared and 
improved with satisfactory results. 

The peojile are inclined to be blind to their own interests and to resent 
attempts to curtail the too lavish supply of wafer to tracts, liable to deteriora- 
tion on account of rise of sub-soil water level. As they put it themselves, 
they prefer to die from drowning than from thirst. Fortunately the irintor 
period, during which canals are closed and rivers are low, goes for to aid these 
lands in recovering from over saturation. . 

Satisfactory progress continues to be made in the substituation of iron 
pipes for open cuts and the cultivators at the tails fully appreciate the benefits 
derived from this procedure. f 

A new feeder for the Suleman canal from the Indus was dug during 
the year at a cost of Rs. 16,000, which, it is hoped, will greatly improve the 
supply of this canal.

EAl'I INUNDATION CANALS, 

In the Administration Beport for the year 1914-15 it was stated that 
the only canal doing irrigation as an Inundation Canal under this system was 
the Jherku Canal in the Montgomery District. During the year under review 
this Jherku Canal was also excluded from the operation of the Punjab Minor 
Canals Act (Act III of 1905) and the area irrigated from that canal was 
brought under the command of the Loner Bari Doab Canal working under the 
Northern India Canal and Drainage Act (Act VIII of 1873). 

Thus the Eavi Inundation Canals now cease to exist.
